N  ATTEMPT  to  index  Family  Pedigrees,  and  place  them 
(nearly  10,000)  under  alphabetical  arrangement,  so  as  to 
brini;-  the  very  essence  of  Genealogy  under  one  view,  has 
been  the  Compiler's  object.     When  the  number  of  volumes 
that  have  been  consulted,  and  the  vast  number  of  pages  referred  to, 
is  taken  into  consideration,  the  reader  will  perceive  the  amount  of 
diligent  labour  required  for  the  task  ;  the  Compiler  not  depending  on 
the  correctness  of  the  indexes  of  such  works  as  have  them.     Every 
Pedigree  of  three  or  more  generations  has  been  noticed,  and  it  is 
hoped  very  few  errors  will  be  found.     A  list  of  the  principal  County 
and  Local  Histories,  with  the  size  and  date  of  publication,  is  given 
in  the  first  portion  of  the  work. 

The  Compiler  is  quite  aware  that  the  repetition  of  the  titles  and 
authors'  names  could  have  been  much  shortened,  but  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  this  book   is  intended    to  serve  two  very   important 
purposes:  first,  to  save  the   practical  genealogist  much  labour  and 
time;  and  secondly,  to  afford' ample  instruction  to  the  amateur  and 
general  reader,  who  may  not  know  that  the  history  of  his  native 
county,  town,  or  village  has  been  printed.     But  the  most  useful  trait 
in  this  Index  is  the  information  which  will  be  gained  by  persons  in 
every   station   of  life,  whether   residing  in   this    country,    America, 
or  any  of   the  British  Colonies,  who,  by  merely  running  their  eye 
over  the  pages  of    this  work,  can  inform  themselves  if   the  genea- 
logy of    any  family   in    which     they    may    have    an    interest,    has

ever  been  printed  in  a  tabular  form.  Having  found  the  references 
to  such  Pedigrees — however  distant  from  the  book  sought  to  be 
obtained — he  may  depend  on  having  faithful  copies  of  any  Pedigrees 
direct  from  Mr.  Coleman,  on  the  following  terms : — An  exact  copy 
of  the  reference,  as  found  in  this  book,  to  be  sent ;  a  post-office  order 
for  5s.,  and  the  address  in  full ;  on  receipt  of  which  a  true  copy  of  any 
Pedigree  will  be  forwarded.  In  all  cases  where  the  Pedigree  embraces 
more  than  six  generations,  an  extra  charge  of  6d.  will  be  made  for 
every  such  generation. 

Mr.  Coleman  with  confidence  commends  this  Index  to  all  en- 
quirers after  genealogies.  In  any  subsequent  edition  he  may  be 
encouraged  to  publish,  his  customers  and  correspondents  can  rely  on 
their  additions  to  this  ;  and  any  improvements  suggested  for  a  Second 
Edition  shall  have  his  best  attention. 

Mr.  Coleman  originally  intended  to  have  published  the  Index 
in  parts  of  16  pp.,  and  to  have  issued  them  with  his  Catalogues,  but 
that  plan  has  been  most  ungraciously  interfered  with ;  he  has,  in 
consequence,  determined  to  publish  the  whole  at  once,  at  the  same 
price,  viz.,  6d.  per  sheet ;  that  being  the  lowest  price  he  can  sell  it  at 
whereby  he  can  realize  a  profit,  or  the  public  can  ever  hope  to  have 
a  book  of  this  description  complete.
